Dear Editor, October 27,1981 
On October 27, 1981, the 
Globe & Mail published an 
.article (Universities' goals not 
stifled by curbs of funds: 
Stephenson) in which the Hon. 
Dr. Stephenson, Minister of 
Colleges and Universities, as- 
serts that it is not certain 
whether the Universities of 
Ontario are currently "in ser- 
ious trouble." Well, I would 
like to take this opportunity to 



inform the Hon. Minister of 
Colleges and Universities that 
there is indetxl a serious crisis 
in the post-secondary educat- 
ion policies of her ministry. 
The report of the Committee 
on the Future Role of Univer- 
sities in Ontario obviously 
points out the seriousness of 
that crisis and its potential. 
When will the Minister (and 

the Government) own up to its 
obligations to provide quality 
post-secondary education?. 



I assure you that the 
consequences of the Minister's 
inaction and underfunding are 
quite visible here at Lauren-, 
tian University. For example, 
when library hours are, cut by 
30%; when the University 
cannot afford to replace pro- 
fessors; when equipment exp- 
enditures are reduced by 50%; 
when library acquisitions have 
not increased for over six 
years; and when support staff 
positions are eliminated. 



All these are clear, and 
visible examples of the current 
crisis and the Minister's ab- 
dication of her responsibilit- 
ies. In fact, the underfunding 
crisis has reached such an 
alaimiing point, that the Univ- 
ersity must appeal to the 
private sector for funds be- 
cause the Provincial Govern- 
ment and the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities have 
no remorse over their lack of 
concern for post-secondary 



education. 

remind the Minbter that she 
should invest more in post- 
secondary education. After all, 
every citizen of Ontario bene- 
fits.

LONDON (CUP) - A tuition 
lottery has been organized by 
the Society of Graduate Stud- 
ents (SOCS) of the University 
of Western Ontario in respon- 
se to the Federal government's 
intention to cut funds for 
Post-Secondary Education, 

The draw was held on 
October 29, which had been 
proclaimed a province wide 
Day of Protest for Ontario 
students, 

SOCS hoped to sell 3,500 
tickets at $1 apiece for a 
chance to win one of five 
prizes that represent the ap- 
proximate value of various 
student expenses. 

The first prize of $1,000 

represents the present cost of 

one year's tuition. Two second 

prizes of $500 each represent 

one term's tuition, and two 
third prizes of S2SO - «ach 

represent the cost of books per 

term. 

"The primary purpose of 



the lottery is not to raise 
money but, rather, to heighten 
the awareness of the Federal 
government's intentions/' said 
SOCS President, Paul Vick. 

Vick said the lottery can 
function as "a mechanism to 
get students more involved in 
an issue which drastically 
affects them." 

"Some students won't be 
able to go to school next year 
if the proposed cutbacks bec- 
ome a reality," said Vick. 

He noted that several stud- 
ents who bought tickets for 
the lottery commented they 
could really use the prize 
money. 

"Western seems to have a 
reputation of being a universi- 
ty full of rich kids. People 
don't seem to realize that 
many students .are JeeVing the 

preuure - Irbfn' ,h\a)h ' tuU\on 

costs and will have a harder 
time next year \f the cutbacks 
are implemented," said Vick.

Consider the "study-in" held Wednesday 
evening last. As Leigh Graham mentioned, there 
were comparitively few people who were 
willing to stay for the duration. There were 
however, many well wishers, so the figure 
of sixty demonstrators might, in generosity, be 
expanded. 

The problem is, there were still tco few 
people there. The reason for this, I suspect, is 
the rapidity with which the sit-in project was 
concieved and put into action. 

The SGA council voted for it only on the 
night prior to it, and then only after the initial 
shock of the idea had left the councillors. 

What the eventual go-ahead decision 
indicates is that the council was persuaded that 
there was a serious enough problem confronting 
them to make a major statement about it — 
both to the university administration and to the 
public via the media coverage generated by the 
sit-in. 

All this, some sixty people plus well wishers, 
in only one day. What might have happened if 
there had been, say, two or three weeks worth 
of action, two or three weeks of sit-in planning? 

I imagine that there would have been 
a considerably larger turnout at the sit-in if SGA 
representatives had barnstormed the cefeterias 
and councils steadily up until the actual event. 

Why is it that the SGA, and I'AEF, for that 
matter are not visible, or more visible than they 
are? Public speaking is one of the most powerful 
and least used political tools on this campus. 

The recent by-election of a student senator 
saw all but nothing in the way of public 
speeches, public debate. People lament the 
tournout that student elections get by and large. 
But part of the reason is that students, are 
generally ignored by student politicians for the 
bulk of the year. 

Not so, you say? Well, you're right. The 
persons elected for political office on this 
campus do care and do work for the students 
they represent. But they do so in a very quiet 

way. 

This year we see the re-emergence of the 
school yearbook, the re-emergence of some 
student activism {the sit-in), and will see the 
re-emergence of the Winter Carnival. Beyond 
this, the most visible example of the SGA is the 
Student Security and the Pub and dances they 
work. 

Isn't this enough, you say? 

No. It is not enough. 

Look at the above list and see whether it 
relates largely to interest and recreation or to 
poliiiral matters. Winter Carnival; Yearbook; 
Pub; Dances; Student Security; Sit-in... 

Five to one for fun. This year's SGA is also 
involved in the formation of a Public 
Information Office, an information disseminati- 
ing and event (mostly social) organizing body. 
This is basically a sound idea and one that will 
ikely pay dividends for the smooth running and

better advertising of events on and around 
campus. 

The SGA is also, in coniunction with the PIO, 
after some high-profile locations for billboards- 
Again, however, these billboards will likely be 
dedicated to the publicity of social events. 

There are more, and more important, aspects 
of the university life than the social. Dances and 
pubs are fine, indeed therapeutic, but neither 
will count for much if the university is closed 
because there is no mony to run it, or no 
students wiMing to pay three or four thousand, 
or five or six thousand, dollars a year to get an 
English degree. Or a Commerce degree for that 
matter. (Those in Commerce might remember 
that it was on the financial backs of the liberal 
arts that they rose to any kind of prominence, 
Tournabout is fair play — especially if things 
may tournabout again.) 

The speed with which the SGA council 
decided upon the sit-in, once given information 
on the situation at hand, and the swift and sure 
participation of the AEF shows that there are' 
indeed important matters beyond the rise in the 
price of beer. 

But these matters are given precious little 
airing outside the council chambers. Students 
don't know about them. If they did, they might 
chip in to help solve them, or at least support 
the council in its efforts. 

Posters are shortlived and often ignored. But 
it is difficult to ignore someone with a 
iaicrophone in hand and a passionate voice 
crying out for support and action. If you tell 
students that their tuition could rise to three 
ithousand a year, they are going to listen. If you 
tell students that Laurentian is a small and 
precarious institution, one that could'- get the 
financial axe in a cost-saving effort, they are 

going to listen. 

Perhaps the SGA and I'AEF could bring their 
political activities to the students. It is clear 
from the non-attendance of students at council 
meetings that the answer may lie in in- 
conveniencing the studpnt*; 

Most residences have areas large enough to 
hald a regular council meeting. It would take a 
relatively little effort to hold a meeting in the 
UC TV room, for instance, or the Thorneloe 
social centre. All it takes is a little creative table 
arrangement and the co-operation of the 
various res. councils. 

Then, of course, there is public speaking. It is 
difficult to stand up and grab the attention of a 
group of people. But practice makes perfect, 
and practice may also be worthwhile. It just has 
to be kept up — it's a long term thing. 

Students are only people. They have short 
and fickle memories. You've got to keep 
reminding them. About everything. Once is not 
enough and the reason is — out of sight, out of 
mind. As for both the SGA and I'AEF, their 
political efforts are too often out of mind.

You have every right-r- 
and every need — to ask 
salary, chance for career ad- 
vancement; in short, you have 
policies, its areas of expertise, 
salary, chance for career ad- 
vancement; in short, you have 
the need and the* right to 
interview the Interviewer.

is your future.
